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ANNUAL REPORT OF ScHOOL BOARD. 


As school officers of Sandwich we can hardly realize that 
another years work has been completed, that nothing remains 
of the year 1893 but its history and to present that. history 
correctly to the citizens of this town, in this our annual report, 
ends our duty. In some respects the task is an easy one. In 
many respects the task is a pleasant one. In all respects the 
task is an essential one. 

To lock step with time and march onward. To improve 
' upon each step in the ceasless march of life demands training, 
_ demands study, demands energy whatever the calling in life 
may be. In youth, in the boyhood days of the intellect, par- 
ent, teacher and those interested in the child’s training should 
infuse into his young life a desire to know something, to be 
something. While New Engand cannot compete with the 
West in agriculture, the Middle States in commerce, nor the 
South in variety of products; yet in hardy men and women 
she takes the foremost rank. In brain and brawn lies the cen- 
tre of her enterprise. The public school 1s her safeguard and 
her future hope. 


PARENTS 


Will parents please ask themselves these questions: Am I 
doing all I can for the schools? Am I working for the best 
good of my children mentally? Wave I assisted the teacher 
by urging my children to comply with her requests? Have I 
visited the schools as I ought? 

The question should come to all at the commencement of 
each school year: What can I do to hel» improve the condition 
of our schools? Our law-makers have sought to answer it by 
compelling children to attend school and by requiring that they 
be furnished with books and needed supplies. ‘The town has 
tried to solve the problem by raising more money. The school 
board have sought the answer by selecting the best teachers 
and directing thair labor. All this may lead towards the re- 
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quired result ; but not until parent, teacher, scholar and friend. 
‘all unite in a determined effort to raise the standard of our 
schools will the conditicns be favorable and the results as- 
sured. 

When parents realize that personal inspeetion is better than 
written reports, that everyday work is better than prepared 


public exercises, by which to judge the merits of their schools, - 


then we shall expect to have shorter school reports and less 

faultfinders, more everyday visitors and better everyday les- 
sons. ip 

TEACHERS. t 

To teach successfully both by work and action is one of the 

grandest occupations on earth. ‘The work of rearing and 


training the buried intellect for future usefulness is a true. 


teacher's delight. Of the seventeen different teachers em- 
ployed by us during the past year, but two have ever attended 
a Normal school While the best of training can never make 
a teacher; yet tle best teacher is better prepared for her work 
by systematic training. The experience of fourteen of our teach- 
ers varying from one to twenty years has already established 
their reputation, and the three who entered upon their work 
for the first time proved an honor to the profession oy earnest 
well-directed labor. ‘‘Order is Heaven’s first law,” and in the 
schoolroom as in the business world it needs to be en- 
forced. . 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The practical application of the principles furnished by our 
school books, explained and illustrated by the teacher is what 
the child needs To this end, a copy of Colburn’s Mental 
Arithmetic has been furnished every teacher requiring that 
they give more attention to mental drill and that the papils be 
taught to explain and apply mathematical truths. The grow- 
ing demand for teaching morality avd patriotism in our schools 
prompted tis to introduce Dole’s American Citizen to be used 
as a supplimentary reader, and by discussing the leading ideas 


contained in each lesson we hoped to ingraft into each child’s. » 


mind the principles of good citizenship. The five Complete 


Ai 
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School Charts purchased by us two years ago, proved so 
beneficial that three more have been added this year. Davies’ 
New Elementary Algebra. was introduced into our schools, as 
no algebra had been adopted since the ‘‘Free text-book law” 
was enacted. The most of our teachers, by requiring their 
pupils to cover and not disfigure their books, have saved the 
town many dollars. The scholars, who have been allowed to 
tear and abuse them, have destroyed many books. 


PUBLIC EXERCISES. 


Final evaminations to which the parents were especially in- 
vited have been held in six of our schools during the year, and | 
“we are rejoiced to note that an increased number have re- 
sponded to the call. 

Early in the fall it was decided to hold a prize speaking and 
composition contest at the close of the school year. Every 
Scholar of suitable age was required to speak or wiite once a 
week during the term, and at the end of the tenth week each 
schooi selected a speaker and a writer to compete for the 
prizes so generously offered by friends to stimulate and en- 
courage this line of work. As the contest could not be held 
in the Town Hall at that time it was held at the White Meet- 
ing House, North Sandwich, Dee. 6, 793, where a cordial wel- 
come was accorded the school children and a large number 
gathered to witness the event. Diplomas were also presented 
to the 55 scholars who were on the roll of perfect attendance 
for the fal term of 13 weeks. 


SUMMARY. 


Our schools were the same length as last year, but with the 
money left over and a similar amount next year a short winter 
term could be maintained and thus avoid the Icng vacation 
where so many of our children lose their desire for study re- 
quiring them weeks to regain. For four years our town 
has furnished books and needed supplies to all our scholars . at 
a cost of $650, until today we own 1055 text-books, all in 
fairly good condition. It has cost an average of $2.78 each 
to furnish the scholars with books and supplies for the four 
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years, or an average of 69 and a fraction cents a year. We 
have repaired thoroughly the North Sandwich and _ Dur- 
gin wood-sheds, painted and contracted for painting the North 
Sandwich, Durgin, Whiteface and Centre schoolhouses outside, 
besides the usual miscellaneous repairs as shown by the 
treasurer’s report.
